You're gambling every time you drive one 
of today's high-powered ears down the highway 
at the speed demanded by today's traffic. 

You're betting that oncoming traffic will 
remam in its own lane ; that a tire won't blow out ; 
thatyour steering gear, your brakes, all the vital 
mecjhanical parts that control the operation of 
your car are in good working condition ; that that' 
young man at the service station who changed 
your tire fastened the wheel on securely; 

You're inches away from' death every time 
your car passes one speeding in the opposite di- 
rection. Even though each of you may be travel- 
ing a moderate 50 or 60 miles an hour — moderate 
by today's traffic standards — you're betting your 
life that something won't caHseyou or the other 
driver to swerve suddenly — a sudden uncontrol- 
lable sneeze, a child lurching against your arm, 
blinding light from sun or another car's head- 
lights, a child or animal running suddenly into 
the path — you're betting none of these things 
will make you or the other driver swerve. 

You're betting your life every time you 
come around a blind curve — betting that there 
won't be something in your path. A reckless 
driver passing on a curve, perhaps. You're gamb- 
ling that the road will be clear when you approach 
the crest of a hill at high speed. 

But it's only life your gambling with, not 
money. People are used to the, idea of gambling 
with life. No need. for a lot of discussion over 
whether or not it's legal. 

There are laws to try to stop us from losing 
our money by gambling. We all know it would be 
foolish to try to protect us from gambling our 
lives. Even though we see people lose the gamble 
every day. 

Probably about 500 people will lose their 
gamble with death on the nation's highways dur- 
ing the coming Labor Day. week-end. It won't 
stop any of us from taking the same bet on the 
next big holiday week-end, though. We're all 
born gamblers — as long as it doesn't cost us 
money.

There is a large segment 
of opinion which is quite ad- 
verse to this massive demon- 
stration. Many such critical 
expressions/ arc voiced by 
those who are supporters of 
meaningful civil rights laws. 
Most member of Congress 
who may be expected to sup- 
port civil riglits legislation 
made their positions known, 
well In advance of the "March 
on Washington," also long 
before the various demon- 
strations which have taken 
place throughout the coun- 
try. 

■■■Recognizing tho need for 
temperate conduct and re- 
specting the desires of Mem- 
bers of Congress not to be 
subjected to coercion or emo- 
tional displays, the "March" 
a r r a n gement committees 
have wisely announced that 
their demonstration would 
not be staged at the Capitol, 
but some brocks away, In- 
stead of continuing up Penn- 
sylvania Avenue to the Cap- 
itol, they would Indulge In a 
program of speeches .and 
choral singing while small 
groups kept advance ap- 
pointments "on the Hill," 
with their Representatives 
and Senators. 

It would be an unfortunate 
disservice to the lofty inten- 
tions of those who organized, 
supported and took part in 
this "great march" if any 
public figures sought to gain 
personal or- partisan politi- 
cal advantage from this dem- 
onstration. In the opinion 
of this Member of Congress 
we should regard the 
"march" as a symbolic exhi- 
bition — expressing a desire 
for equal citizenship. Tiic 
conduct of those who take 
part will determine whether 
the "march" Is helpful— or 
damaging — to the cause of 
civil rights legislation. In my 
opinion, it holds forth little 
hope of accomplishing any 
substantial legislative ends. 
It could have quite the op- 
posite effect. 

Here on the "Hill." we 
watched, hoping that alt 
would go well. Let the 
"marchers" come and then 
let them go home again, leav- 
ing us — the elected repre- 
sentatives of the people— to 
deliberate on the great issues 
of Individual rights, without 
pressures or demonstrations.

You've seen movies of 
these too-rich gazaboes on a 
hunting safari with their 
multitude of gun bearers and 
litter carriers, toting them 
and all of their, comforts of 
home on their backs through 
the thickest jungles.

packs. There was Chuckie 
Haling, Harvey (Handsome 
Harvey) Stramctz, AI Stowe, 
Jim (auto racer) Sullivan and 
little old word-banger mc.

'The tachometer measures 
the ratt? of engine rotation.! 
Its readings arc .expressed in' 
RPM— revolutions per *min 
lite. Reliance upon an ac- 
curately calibrated tachome- 
ter cun contribute much to 
.safe, and, economical • power- 
boat' operations. . .... 

Many boat owners rely 
wholly on water speedomet- 
ers to determine .distances 
covered for navigational pur- 
poses. ' Most water speedom- 
eters arc accurate only in the 
higher speed -ranges above 
12 mph. 

In fog or complete dark- 
ness ho discreet skipper op- 
crates at . high speed so the 
"Water speedometer Is: of lit- 
tle use to him duirng these 
crucial periods. 

A tachometer is an' ex- 
tremely accurate measure- 
ment of engine speed and Is 
reliable at every operating 
range of an engine. 

However, to be of value as 
a navigational aid, the RPM 
reading must be translated 
into speed over and through 
the water. This means that 
the skipper must prepare 
two RPM-boat speed charts. 
RPM at boat planing 
speed and at , the same speed 
off plane will be difforent 
because the engine has to 
work harder when the boat 
is pushing through tffc water. 
If. for example, a boat is 
known to come onto plane at 
15 mph and holds its planing 
condition at 14 mph through 
to Its peak speed, a chart 
inust be prepared showing 
RPM at this and other plan- 
ing speeds.
